Thumb and rwo Fingers, Iving a quarter of an inch over your middle Finger's end, enter the Edge of your Knife exactly ever 
in the Back thereof, neicher inclining one way ror orher, and lit it with an eafie Thruſt; after which, with another Quill = 
therein, or the Hafr of your Knife, if it be pointed for thar purpoſe, you may by twitching either lightly up make a clear flirt, 
holding your Thumb at ſuch a diſtance as you intend it ſhall go. The beſt way for Diſpatch and Certainty 15, to proportion the 
flie, by cutcing off as much of the Back as you think ſupertſuous; which done, you may faſhion the Nib, by ſhaving down the

Þ® that it is impoſſible for a man to preſcribe ſuch general and uniyerſal Rules of Art for this purpoſe, as ſhall comply with 
the nature of every ones hand; I therefore chuſe to dire&t you to that way of holdihg the Pen which Reaſon and much Ex- 
+ Perience have induced me to believe to be the beſt way, which is this: Hold rhe Pen in your Right-hand, berween the Fore- 
finger, the Middle-finger, and the Thumb, with the hollow fide downward; your Thumb being placed on the left fide higheſt, 
bowing outward in _— your Fore-finger next on the top of the Pen, inclining rowards the right-ſide, ſtraight, 'and 
extending about a quarter of an Inch from the end of your Thumb, and ſomewhat farther diſtant from the end of the Nib. Laſt-

and feet even, which is a principal grace. This is done to the end that by uſe you may write ſtraight withour Lines. Your Pa- 
per muſt lye ſtraight, as before, and your Arm muſt lye even over the midſt of the end thereof, You may with a Black-lead 
Pen firſt deſign your Letters, or elſe with red Ink, and then with a fine Pen, and clear Ink, trace them over exa&tly. Thus do 
ſo often, till every Letter be perfeRly impreſſed m your mind, and your hand be ready to produce their true ſhapes withour fuch 
afliſtance, ever obſerving to turn the Pen towards you, and apply the left corner thereof lightly, when hair-ſtrokes require to 
be made, and lay itright flat when you ſhould expreſs any ful Turn your Pen towards the Edge when a ſtroke begins ſniall, 
and incline it to a flar as the ſtroke increaſes to a full. There are peculiar Graces to be given to molt Letrers, eſpecially ro 
thoſe of the Roman and T:alian hands, which the Pen will not naturally produce; on ſuch account we muſt be beholding to; 
more than ordinary Artifice ; there being a Natugal and an Artificial effe& of the Peng which are ſeldom by the ableſt Maſter: 
both expreſled to the life at one continued motion: We muſt rherefore, by Elaborate Ingenuity, make Art and Nature help 
one another, by ſupplying the deficiencies of the one, with the ſufficiencies of the other. : . 
What thoſe Delicacies are, where they are reſident, and how to be expreſſed, Induſtry and continuance of Pradtice can 


beſt inform you. It would be tmproper for me to acquainr you with the ſecrecies and fublimities of Arr, before you underſtand 
che ficft Principles.

; | Direions for the true writing of Compound running Hands. 

S$ in Nature, fo in Art, there are Fountains and Oceans, from whence Rivulets and Streams are derived, and have their 
Exiſtence : This Afertion is fairly verified, 1n relation to Arr, by the Subje& of Hands on which I ſhall now treat, they 
flowing as Srreams from divers Fountains, ſome of which are beyond the Alps, other on this fide : And we find Sol, the admi- 
red Mundifier of Bodies, to be no leſs a Refiner of Sciences ; and ſo much the more, by how much the nearer their practice 
approaches his glorious preſence, This is proved by the rare Accompliſhments of Talians, as to this curious Arr, from whoſe 
\ Houriſhing Gardens we have tranſplanted rhe choiceſt of oyr Flowers in this kind. We are obliged to them that our Hands are 
become (o amiable, and fo ſerviceable, our Secretary Hands having lately borrowed their Luſtre and Gallantry from Italian, as 
appears in divers Copies of this Book ; and though we mgke their Letrers deſcend ro a compliance with ours for Celerity and 
Ornament, yer ſtill they muſt retain very much of their Original Forms. The Letters in our hands are generally more ſub- 
ſtancially bodied, and therefore of more duration. To make Ttalian Hand correſpond with ours, we abate much of its Eclip- 
rical form, it being more round and ſolid : Yer in theſe mixt Hands we take a greater freedom, and expreſs them with more 

Celericy than our Original Secreraries, and lay them more (lanting, 

Ic is now time to arrive at particulars, and inform you how to write this Hand : And though the beft Rules are good Exam- 
ples, with which I hope it is your opinion that this ſmall Book is competently furniſhed ; my defign beihg in irs performance,
